GIGANTIC BUILDING PROGRAM 


New Presbyterian Church to be 
ereeted on Twenty-third street 
at cost of $100,000-—-Merchants 
Bank to be Extended 50 Feet 
Square—Analysis of Last Year's 
Building, 


Great as has been the building ac- 
tiviily in Bdmonton duNng the past 
season, all records will be ectipsed by 
the present year’s uilding season. 
That such will be the case is shown 
by the bullding permits which have 
been taken ovt during the past month 
or two, the activity in this respect 
showing little as compared with the 
summer and fall, and by the large 
number of new buitldings announced 
for next season.

Merchants’ Bank Extend, 

The directors of the Merchants’ 
Bank propose to extend the bank pre- 
mises in Bdmonton, so as to occupy 
the full extent of the. property. owned 
by them. At the rear of the present 
bank building there ig a space of 
50x50 feet, and it is proposed to erect 
on this an addition to the present 
bank: premises, costing approximately 
$65,000 to $70,000, 

in the enlarged premises the bank- 
ing space will cover the whole of the 
ground floor, It is the desire of the 
bank to give more space to the say- 


ings bank department and also. to 
fherease the banking facilities 
throughout the other departments, 


Office space will be provided above 
the banking ‘chamber, 

Plans are being prepared by Roland 
W. Lines and work will provably be 
commenced early in the spring. 

New $100,000 Church. 

The Robertson Presbyterian Church 
intends to build a new edifice at the 
corner of Athabasca and Twenty- 
third streets, Where the church board 
own a double corner, 100x150 feet 


The new structure will be an im- 
posing building, standing on a fine 
site overlooking the Glenora estate, 


lt is estimated to cost $100,000, nu 
will be buflt of brick with stone fac- 
ings and willl provide seating accom- 
modation for 1,200 people. 

The prewent church has been built 
three years, and for some time the 
accommodation has: heen overtaxed by 
the growing needs of the larger con- 
sregation. The church authorities 
have sold the site on which the pre- 
sent chureh stands, ut the lease 
which they have upon it does not ex- 
pire for efghteen months, The new 
church shoul be ready for oecupa- 
tion by next Christmas. 

New Rooming Houses. 

A rooming house to cost $20,000 
and te be walled Rose Hall House will 
be built by Macdonald Brothers, real 
estate brokers, Norwood Boulevard, 
at the corner of Pine and Carey, fac- 
ing”’east and south, 

The builéing will be three stories 
high with full basement and will con- 
tain 40 rooms, steam heated through- 
vut It should be corppleted early 
next season, 

A block containing two stores and 
rooming house will be built at the 
corner of Bim and Fox by John Seh- 
neider. The structure will cover 4 
floor space of 32x60 feet and will be 
steam heated throughout, There will 
be fifteen réoms above the stores. 
The building will cost $12,000 and will 
be completed on July 1st. 

City’s House Budget, 

An analysis of Edmonton's building 
returns for the past year show a re- 
cord of all-round building activity.
